LONDON. Thursday. March 18. (ZP)— Russian troops 
have regained ground at one point in the savage Donets 
fiver battle below Kharkov, captured dozens more hamlets 
in the sweep toward Smolensk, and driven new holes in 
Nazi lines near Lake Ilmen. Moscow announced today. 
For the first time since the Germans sprang their 
gr eat counter-offensive which retook Kharkov, the Russians 
told how their troops on this sector going over to the of­ 
fensive “ captured advantageous positions” near Chuguyev, 
twenty-two miles southeast of Kharkov, and heat off six 
German counterattacks. 
This was the only action mentioned on the long Donets 
river line which extends from near Kharkov to a point below 
Voroshilovgrad, Donets Basin industrial center. 
Most of 
the Russian troops on this 170-mile front are fighting de­ 
fensively on the upper bank of the river against massed 
‘German tanks and infantry. 
Chuguyev, however, is on 
the lower bank of the river. 


IO T A N K S K N O C K ED O LT 
The midnight communique, recorded by the Soviet 
monitor here, said nineteen German tanks were knocked 
out, ninety trucks and four guns destroyed and two bat­ 
talions if approximately 1,600 men wiped out. 
On the central front Red army vanguards were believed 
to be forty or fifty miles from the Smolensk stronghold. 
The communique said the Dnieper river headwaters had 
l>een forced again with the Russians toppling several pnemy 
• trongholds and capturing dozens of populated places. 
German tanks and infantrymen were counterattacking 
on this front without success, the Russians said. 
Fresh gains also were reported by Marshal Timoshen­ 
ko’s troops seeking to smash the Nazi Sixteenth army head­ 
quarters at Staraya Russa near Lake Ilmen.

Introduction of this Senate resolu­ 
tion. and others proposed, lias sev­ 
eral motives and intended effects. 
One is outstanding It represent* an 
attem pt by th e Senate to facilitate 
and participate iii the m arking of 
peace, and the post-w ar arrange­ 
m ents to follow The Senate is go­ 
ing 
to do this and—this is 
the 
point—do it in tim e. W hat this step, 
taken at this tune means, can be 
understood by recalling the peace 
negotiations

later. D ie Senate is about to do th a t 
which fatally was not done in the 
G reat W ar. 
D uring the G reat W ar. President 
W ilson evolved a past-w ar plan, in ­ 
cluding a League of Nations. He 
evolved it him self, w ith m ainly one 
intim ate personal adviser. Colonel 
House, who was not the Secretary 
of State 
W ith this plan evolved, 
Wilson went to the fie a ce confer­ 
ence 
He did not take with 
hun 
any senator. As the peace conference 
progressed, the idea of the League 
of N ations became understood in 
the United States. Some details of 
it were disturbing to some arca* of 
American thought. 


Round Robin Rem inder 


Thereupon 
thirty-nine 
Senator* 
signed a round-robin rem inding the 
world, tile peace conference, and 
Wilson, that any treaty of peace 
m ust be ratified by two-third* of the 
Senate. 
Wilson went on w ith the League. 
W hen completed he laid it before 
the Senate for ratificatoin. T here 
ensued more th an a year of debate. 
In the end. the League was rejected. 
Yet essentially the difference be­ 
tween rejection and acceptance was 
not great. At tim es during the de­ 
bate had Wilson 
been willing to 
agree to certain modifications, the 
14-ague m ight have been ratified. 
It is a la ir. Judgm ent th at had 
Wilson laid tile League of Nations 
before the .Senate preceding the end 
of the war, had tile Senate and W il­ 
son co-operated in form ulating the 
League, it would have been adopted 
and m uch subsequent history would 
have been different.
